The procedure in picking up goods from factories in bast Berlin was different 
in that a perr.it (b'arcnbegleitschein) had. to be obtained to remove goods 
from the city limits into Past Germany. In order to obtain these permits, 
all drivers reported, immediately after entering the city of Berlin, to an 
office in Berlin-Karlchorat, Ltuehlingerstrasse 9» This office was run by 
an unidentified Lett of German extraction who was responsible to Utkin (fnu)* 

Utkin did not physically occupy an office at this address, however, but in 
the 5>CC office in Veissensee (fKK-.‘>tslle-Vei ssensee). .it the btuehlinger stress a 
9 office, the driver was informed of the names of the plants to which he 
was to proceed for loading.
